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INTRODUCTION 


Private  genealogies  are  far  from  uncommon.  The  reason 
.being  that  man  has  had  an  unsalable  appetite  to  know  of  his 
ancestors,  who  they  were,  what  they  did,  how  they  lived  and 
how  related  to  himself.  The  interest  in  the  founding  of  families 
was  not  only  of  the  past,  but  the  present  and  who  in  the  future 
were  inheriting  the  name. 

The  general  method  of  making  lineage  charts  is  to  search 
for  Bible  entries,  Church  records,  vital  statistics,  family  rec¬ 
ords,  cemetery  inscriptions  and  information  from  the  living 
relatives.  Often  memory  is  faulty  and  the  compiler  finds  that 
inaccuracies  in  a  few  incidents  may  have  crept  in  through  no 
fault  of  his  own.  He  has  taken  what  has  been  given  and  believes 
to  be  correct.  Most  all  living  relatives  have  contributed  infor¬ 
mation  in  good  faith. 

It  has  been  difficult  in  obtaining  information  from  Eng¬ 
land  and  perhaps  sometime  some  day  a  future  member  of  the 
Dennis  tree  will  do  further  research  and  contribute  to  what 
is  already  done.  My  efforts  have  covered  five  generations  in 
lineal  descent  in  each  supplement. 

Many  unrelated  branches  have  formed  in  the  union  to 
make  the  Dennis  Genealogy.  One  of  the  earliest  in  this  record 
dealt  with  are  the  Parnalls  of  Engalnd.  The  writer  was  told  the 
name  Parnall  went  back  to  1500  when  there  was  a  Parnall  in 
Cornwall  who  had  a  tin  mine.  Most  of  the  early  Parnalls  and 
Dennis  or  Dinnis  ancestors  were  English  farmers.  The  name 
Dinnis  is  now  Dennis,  the  credit  for  same  going  to  William 
Dennis  the  author's  father. 

For  the  record  here  I  have  to  start  much  later.  Informa¬ 
tion  of  the  Henry  Parnall  and  Mary  Luxon  family  is  scant. 
She  was  born  in  Bristol  and  married  Henry  Parnall.  Living  in 
Cornwall  he  was  said  to  have  engaged  in  farming.  They  had 
eight  sons  and  several  daughters.  The  names  given  to  me  of 
their  children,  are:

It  is  Mary  Ann  who  concerns  us  and  her  husband  from 
which  this  genealogy  starts.  She  married  John  Dinnis  name 
later  changed  to  Dennis.  He  was  born  in  Flanders,  St.  Gennys, 
England  in  1831.  They  later  followed  their  son  William  to 
Canada  who  was  the  founder  of  the  family  in  Nova  Scotia. 
They  made  their  home  in  Stewiacke.  He  died  January  20,  1904, 
aged  73,  of  pneumonia  and  was  buried  in  Middle  Stewiacke, 
N.  S.  She  died  April  19  1917,  in  her  eightieth  year  at  the  home 
of  her  son  William  at  Halifax,  N.  S.  They  had  sixteen  children. 
The  names  of  two  are  unknown.  One  of  these  was  born  shortly 
after  their  arrival  in  Canada  and  died  in  infancy  as  far  as  could 
be  remembered.  Outside  of  farming  no  record  of  any  other 
occupation  has  been  given  me.  They  were  quite  religious,  he 
having  written  a  book  “A  Revelation  from  God”  and  published 
by  his  son  John  Albert  Parnall  Dennis,  The  Enterprise  Publish¬ 
ing  Co.,  New  Glasgow,  Nova  Scotia,  1895.  A  brother  of  John 
was  said  to  have  settled  in  Nebraska,  U.  S.  A. 

While  this  book  is  called  “The  Dennis  Genealogy”  by  the 
author,  it  contains  supplements  of  the  Millers  and  Archibalds 
which  indirectly  come  into  the  Dennis  tree  through  the  mar¬ 
riage  of  Agnes  Miller  to  William  Dennis.  The  Archibald  tree  is 
one  of  historical  importance  in  that  it  has  illustrious  men  who 
helped  shape  the  history  of  Nova  Scotia.  From  the  arrival  of 
the  four  original  Archibald  brothers  who  came  to  Nova  Scotia 
December  13,  1762  and  were  grantees  of  land  at  Truro,  have 
sprung  most  all  the  families  of  that  name.  Had  the  information 
for  other  supplements  been  available  they  would  also  have 
been  incorporated. 

The  writer  must  be  forgiven  if  credit  has  not  been  given 
for  the  accomplishments  of  all  those  mentioned  in  the  Gen¬ 
ealogy  as  he  was  not  always  aware  of  them  during  the  many 
years  past,  nor  was  the  information  forthcoming  from  sources 
at  hand.  Different  sizes  of  type  have  been  used  in  compiling 
the  genealogy  to  distinguish  as  far  as  possible  by  the  author 
late  generations. 
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I  wish  to  thank  all  relatives  and  friends  who  contributed 
to  my  efforts  and  those  who  felt  the  need  of  a  Dennis  Gen¬ 
ealogy.

A  granddaughter  relates  this  story  about  her  grand¬ 
mother,  Mary  Ann  (Parnall)  Dennis.  She  told  her  she  was 
brought  up  by  her  grandmother.  It  appears  her  mother  (Mary 
Luxon)  was  an  only  daughter  who  left  home  to  marry.  To 
lessen  her  mother’s  disappointment,  she  (Mary  Luxon)  prom¬ 
ised,  that  if  she  had  a  daughter  her  mother  could  bring  her 
up.  Mary  Ann’s  grandmother’s  home  proved  a  very  strict  place. 
Everything  was  done  the  day  before  so  Sunday  could  be  kept 
strictly  as  a  day  of  worship.  This  included  all  cooking  and  even 
to  the  shining  of  shoes.  Nothing  was  done  on  Sunday.  She  was 
also  sent  to  school,  where  for  anything  unladylike,  such  as 
crossing  the  legs  she  was  put  in  stocks  and  that  was  the  reason 
she  gave  for  her  shoulders  being  so  straight.  Grandmother 
Dennis  as  she  was  fondly  called  was  very  good  at  relating 
vividly  past  events.  Married  at  16  she  had  16  children.  One 
was  thought  to  have  been  born  and  buried  shortly  after  their 
arrival  in  Canada.

From  a  paper  left  by  my  late  mother  it  is  apparent  that 
she  dates  her  Archibald  ancestry  back  to  the  four  Archibald 
brothers  who  arrived  in  Nova  Scotia  from  Ireland  in  1762. 
They  were  among  the  first  settlers  of  Truro  and  becatne 
grantees  of  land  there.  History  records  that  most  all  the 
Archibald  families  of  the  province  and  many  from  elsewhere 
stem  from  the  four  brothers.  The  family  originated  from 
Scotch  ancestry  and  settled  in  the  north  of  Ireland.  The  bro¬ 
thers  were  David,  Samuel,  James  and  Thomas.  On  coming  to 
Truro  it  is  stated  that  David  was  the  first  representative  of  the 
people  for  the  district  in  the  General  Assembly.  Margaret  Janet 
Hart  in  her  book  “Janet  Fisher  Archibald”  says  that  he  with 
his  brother  Samuel  were  of  the  first  seven  elders  of  the  church. 
It  appears  in  her  narration  she  felt  the  relationship  of  the  four 
men  needs  more  clarification. 

In  reading  the  family  histories  of  the  Archibalds  and 
Millers  one  is  drawn  to  the  similarity  of  dates  and  places.  It 
will  be  remembered  that  the  first  Miller  family  from  Ireland 
moved  from  Saco,  Maine,  to  Londonderry,  New  Hampshire, 
in  1740.  Samuel  Archibald  was  also  said  to  have  gone  there 
in  1757.  It  was  Alexander  Miller  1,  who  in  company  with  the 
first  settlers  brought  their  wives  to  Truro  in  1760.  Samuel 
Archibald  one  of  the  four  original  Archibald  brothers  came  to 
Truro  in  1762.  The  brothers  were  among  the  first  settlers. 

In  tracing  out  the  lineage  chart  of  Agnes  Miller,  I  have 
not  only  used  her  notes  but  am  indebted  to  reference  aids  of 
the  books  mentioned. 

Samuel  Archibald  was  born  in  Londonderry,  Ireland,  in 
1719.  He  married  Eleanor  Taylor,  1743.  He  died  7/15/1774 
and  she  5/1/1781.  They  had  6  sons  and  6  daughters  and  were 
the  great  great  grandparents  of  Agnes  Miller  wife  William 
Dennis.

The  Archibalds  are  an  old  established  prominent  Nova 
Scotia* name.  It  hardly  seems  fitting  in  writing  about  the  early 
Archibalds  not  to  mention  Sir  Adams  George  Archibald,  who 
was  knighted  for  his  achievements  in  public  life.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Executive  Council,  Solicitor  General  of  the 
province.  His  distinguished  public  career  was  marked  by  other 
high  offices.  He  was  a  worker  for  and  prominent  in  the 
Councils  for  Confederation.  He  was  a  son  of  Elizabeth  fifth 
daughter  of  the  above  couple  and  great  grandson  of.  Samuel 
one  of  the  four  called  brothers  of  the  first  settlers  of  Truro. 

Other  Archibalds  have  also  contributed  in  shaping  the 
destiny  of  the  province.  Samuel  George  William  Archibald  is 
a  grandson  of  David  the  eldest  of  the  four  brothers  previously 
mentioned.  Israel  Longworth  in  his  preface  “Life  of  S.  G.  W. 
Archibald”  speaks  of  the  record  of  this  family  of  having  four 
generations  who  sat  in  the  Assembly  as  representatives  of  the 
people.  One  was  his  grandfather,  father,  son  and  himself. 
Other  generations  have  followed  the  legal  profession,  the 
ministry  and  other  professions  with  success. 

Matthew  Archibald  who  lived  on  the  north  bank  of  the 
Salmon  River  was  held  in  high  esteem  in  public  and  private 
life  and  Thomas  Miller  tells  us  in  his  historical  and  genealogical 
record  that  because  of  being  eminently  pious  and  from  his 
careful  use  of  the  Bible,  the  hill  took  its  name  as  Bible  Hill. 

In  lineal  descent  it  is  John  James  6th  son  of  Matthew 
Archibald  and  Janet  Fisher  that  we  follow  not  his  sister 
Elizabeth.  Their  father  and  mother  were  the  great  grand¬ 
parents*  of  Anges  Miller  wife  of  William  Dennis  on  her  ma¬ 
ternal  side.  The  book  “Janet  Fisher  Archibald”  was  written 
by  Margaret  Janet  Hart,  1934.  Children  were  7  sons  and  5 
daughters.

In  tracing  my  ancestors  on  my  mother’s  side  the  search 
for  information  included  the  “Historical  and  Genealogical 
Records  of  the  first  settlers  of  Colchester  County”  by  Thomas 
Miller,  newspaper  clippings  and  Family  Bibles. 

The  first  record  gives  Alexander  Miller,  Sr.,  emigrating 
from  Ireland  in  1718  to  Saco,  Maine.  He  was  later  lost  at  sea 
on  a  coastal  trip  to  Boston  in  1740.  Shortly  after  the  family 
moved  to  Londonderry,  New  Hampshire.  His  widow  followed 
her  youngest  son  to  Truro  to  make  her  home  with  him.  She 
was  the  first  person  to  be  buried  there.  Her  death  occurred 
shortly  after  her  arrival.  The  grave  long  lost  was  said  to  have 
been  where  the  old  church  stood  in  the  vicinity  of  the  present 
Protestant  Cemetery  on  Robie  Street.  Her  death  was  in  1760. 
The  family  from  Ireland  had  four  sons  one  daughter.

Records  of  the  rest  of  the  family  do  not  seem  to  be  avail¬ 
able.

Alexander  Miller  2,  first  wife  Rebecca  Crowe,  died  about 
a  year  after  their  marriage.  Thomas  Miller  in  his  book  says 
he  followed  farming  and  land  surveying,  owned  a  schooner  en¬ 
gaged  in  trade,  elder  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  for  31  years 
and  one  of  the  first  advocates  of  the  Temperance  Cause  in 
Truro  1828.  Newspaper  accounts  refer  to  him  as  deacon  Miller. 
This  couple  were  the  great  grandparents  of  Agnes  Miller  wife 
Willian  Dennis.  Mr.  Miller  2,  died  in  1833.  Mr.  Miller  and  Rev. 
James  Waddall  started  in  1829  one  of  the  first  Sunday  Schools 
in  Truro.

Holding  the  office  of  Senior 
Deacon  he  often  took  charge  of  the  weekly  prayer  meeting  and 
was  regarded  as  a  superior  Christian  character.  He  married 
Sarah  Ann  Archibald  11/25/1856,  daughter  John  James  and 
Mary  O’Brien  Archibald.

Among  her 
chief  interests  were  the  Victorian  Order  of  Nurses,  Womans 
Council  and  the  Canadian  Red  Cross  Society.  She  was  the  wife 
of  William  Dennis.  “Mrs.  Agnes  Dennis,  C.B.E.  Her  Life”  was 
written  by  Muriel  G.  Stevens,  appointed  president  of  her  hus¬ 
band’s  newspaper  after  his  death.  She  died  at  her  home  shortly 
after  entering  her  89th  year.
